Bracken Co. Health Dept, and 
HMH host annual Health Fair 



The annual Health Fair was held this past Saturday, August 18th at the Bracken County 
Extension Office outside of Brooksville. The Bracken County Health Department again 
joined forces with Harrison Memorial Hospital to provide free health tests, screenings, and 
information. Free tests performed this year were: blood tests, cholesterol and triglyceride, 
(fasting) blood sugar, and PSA for men. Participants also had their blood pressure, height 
and weight checked. Screenings included colorectal, body fat analysis, pulse oximetry/ 
breathing capacity, facial sun damage, stroke risk, bone density, vision and hearing, and 
a diabetes risk assessment. A massage therapist provided a free sample massage for those 
interested and nutritionist, Jara Jo Bauer, was also on hand to answer questions and provide 
free information.

Information 
sought in 
weekend road 
rage incident 

On Saturday, August 
18, the Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice and the Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Department were 
alerted to an incident of road 
rage that began in Mt. Olivet 
and ended in Brooksville. Ac¬ 
cording to reports, the opera¬ 
tor of a Chevy Impala inten¬ 
tionally bumped a Geo Prism 
on KY 875 in the area of the 
Vermillion Road. An argu¬ 
ment occurred when the two 
vehicles stopped over money 
allegedly owed the driver of 
the Impala by the passen¬ 
ger of the Geo Prism. After 
the altercation, the driver of 
the Geo proceeded toward 
Brooksville, followed by the 
Impala. Somewhere between 
Germantown and Brooks¬ 
ville on KY 10, the Impala 
moved into the oncoming 
lane of traffic and drove side 
by side with the Geo for ap¬ 
proximately 1 mile. Law en¬ 
forcement said these wanton 
actions by the driver of the 
Impala, created a substantial 
danger of death or serious 
physical injury to another 
person on the highway. 

The Impala was located 
later in day after a report of 
an intoxicated driver leaving 
Brooksville going south on 
KY 19 to Powersville was is¬ 
sued. The officer located the 
vehicle just south of Powers¬ 
ville where it had pulled off 
the roadway into a driveway. 
At that time, both occupants 
of the Impala were intoxi¬ 
cated and arrested for public 
intoxication. The driver of 
the Impala was charged by 
the Kentucky State Police 
with wanton endangerment, 
1 st degree, for the incident.

No Date Given 

What Used to Be Santa Fe 

After entering Santa Fe 
from the north and descending 
the slope to the North Fork bot¬ 
tom the route out merchandise 
was delivered, the first build¬ 
ing to view was the old Can¬ 
ada cording factory and then 
the school where the barefoot 
children learned their reading, 
writing and arithmetic. 

Next to see was the tobac¬ 
co warehouse where many of 
our youth were employed and 
where energetic men brought 
and sold their prized tobacco. 

Across from the ware¬ 
house the village blacksmith 
worked from dawn until dusk 
repairing farming needs. 

Two hundred yards to the 
east was the race horse tack 
where much excitement went 
on at the races on Saturday af¬ 
ternoon, 

Down the picturesque 
North Fork a modem shoe shop 
was in motion fixing shoes for 
the surrounding neighbors and 
slaves. Just below the shoe 
shop was a modem store with 
a wine cellar in the basement. 

Across the Fork was the 
cemetery and the Hardshell 
Baptist church which was 
mostly pastured from Virgin¬ 
ia. These God-loving minis¬ 
ters preached predestination. 
They didn’t condemn drinking 
but they were bitter against 
dmnkenness and evildoers. 

On down the river was the 
old burr watermill which made 


the flour that was used to make 
the cake that took first prize 
at the first fair that was held 
at Germantown, Kentucky— 
well over a century ago. 

Just above the old mill was 
another general store and post 
office with horse shoe pitch¬ 
ing galore. Below this store 
and post office was a modem 
saloon with dancing pavilion, 
across the highway, all deco¬ 
rated with Jack O’Lantem 
lights. Back of the saloon was 
a baseball park where many 
fine games and picnics were 
enjoyed. Out from the ball 
park stood an old log bam that 
attracted poker players. Crap 
shooters were entertained in 
the cooper shop at the ware¬ 
house. 

The slaves boasted of 
their homes around Santa Fe. 
Can you blame them? All have 
vanished. 

RS. I forgot to tell you 
about the barber shop that 
opened in April in the old 
buggy shop. 15 cents for hair 
cuts, 10 cents for a shave if the 
handle didn’t break. 

In preparation for harvest 
and threshing and to get ready 
for the crowd, they would 
just throw two bushels of se¬ 
lect com on the mule and go 
over to West Creek to the still 
house.

Bracken County Grand Jury 
hands down two indictments 


The Bracken County 
Grand Jury handed down in¬ 
dictments on Steven D. Sim¬ 
mons and Jessica Nicole 
Tucker on Thursday, August 
16. 

The grand jury charges 
that on or about December 9, 

2011, that Steven D. Simmons 
committed the offense of re¬ 
ceiving stolen property when 
he knowingly and unlawfully 
received, retained, or disposed 
or certain movable property, 
having a value in excess of 
$500 but less than $10,000, 
belonging to another know¬ 
ing it to have been stolen, to 
wit: a military back pack with 
contents that had been very 
recently stolen from Mickey 
Kirk’s residence. A receiving 
stolen property charge is pun¬ 
ishable by 1-5 years imprison¬ 
ment if convicted. 

The grand jury charges 
that on or about March 28, 

2012, that Jessica Nicole 
Tucker, (1) committed the of¬ 
fense of first degree wanton 
endangerment, when she un¬ 
der circumstances manifesting 
extreme indifference to the 
value of human life, wanton¬ 
ly engaged in conduct which 
created a substantial danger of 
death or serious physical in¬ 
jury to another person, to wit: 
she operated a motor vehicle 


while under the influence of 
alcohol or other intoxicants, 
crashed her vehicle, wherein a 
ten year old child was a pas¬ 
senger. Said conduct creating 
a substantial danger of death 
or serious injury to the ten 
year old minor child; (2) com¬ 
mitted the offense of fourth 
degree assault when she wan¬ 
tonly caused physical injury 
to a ten year old child who 
was a passenger in a vehicle 
operated by her; (3) commit¬ 
ted the offense of operating 
a motor vehicle under the in¬ 
fluence when she was found 
to be driving a motor vehicle 
while under the influence of 
alcohol or other intoxicants 
with a passenger under the age 
of twelve. This being her first 
such offense within 5 years; 

(4) committed the offense of 
no insurance when she was 
found to be operating a motor 
vehicle without valid proof of 
insurance. This being her first 
such offense; and (5) commit¬ 
ted the offense of no registra¬ 
tion plates when she operated 
a motor vehicle without hav¬ 
ing properly registered or hav¬ 
ing a registration plate. A first 
degree wanton endangerment 
charge is punishable by 1-5 
years imprisonment if con¬ 
victed.

THE PEACE OF GOD

“Peace with God” is one thing; “the peace of God” is 
another. To enjoy the latter, we must first experience the 
former, for the peace of God, mling in our hearts, is the 
result of “peace with God, through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

St. Paul declared by divine inspiration that “[Christ] 
was delivered for our offences and was raised again for our 
justification” and that “therefore, being justified by faith,” 
we, who once were at enmity with God, may enjoy “peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus Christ” (Rom. 4:25; 5:1). 
The result of “peace with God” is “the peace of God,” the 
peace that He gives to His own amid all the troubles of life. 
This is why the Apostle wrote to the Roman Christians: 

“Now the God of hope fill you with all joy and peace 
in believing” (Rom. 15:13). 

While only those who are at peace with God can 
— and should know “the peace of God,” it does not 
follow, however, that all those who are at peace with God 
necessarily enjoy “the peace of God.” Believers can enjoy 
“the peace of God” only as they practice Phil. 4:6: 

“BE CAREFUL [ANXIOUS] FOR NOTHING; BUT 
IN EVERYTHING, BY PRAYER AND SUPPLICATION, 
WITH THANKSGIVING, LET YOUR REQUESTS BE 
MADE KNOWN UNTO GOD.” 

As we follow these instmctions the promise which 
follows will certainly be fulfilled. 

“THE PEACE OF GOD, WHICH PASSETH ALL 
UNDERSTANDING, SHALL KEEP YOUR HEARTS 
AND MINDS THROUGH CHRIST JESUS” (Ver. 7). 

As believers in Christ “we know that all things work 
together for good to them that love God, to them who are 
the called according to His purpose” (Rom. 8:28). Therefore 
we should not be constantly overwhelmed and defeated by 
the adversities of life, but should heed the exhortation; “Let 
the peace of God rule in your hearts” (Col. 3:15).

SOCIAL SECURITY 
AND WOMEN

August 26 is known as 
Women’s Equality Day. On 
that date in 1920, the 19th 
Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution was signed, 
giving women the right to 
vote. 

Social Security treats 
men and women equally. Men 
and women with identical 
earnings histories are treated 
exactly the same. However, 
there are things women in 
particular should know about 
Social Security. Although 
treated equally by Social 
Security, there are trends and 
differences in lifestyle that 
can affect benefits. 

For example, women 
tend to care for many people: 
spouses, children, and 
parents. Taking time away 
from the workplace to care 
for a newborn child or aging 
parent can have an impact on 
your future Social Security 
benefits. 

Also, despite significant 
strides through the years, 
women are more likely to 
earn less over a lifetime than 
men. Women are less often 
covered by private retirement 
plans, and they are more 
dependent on Social Security 
in their retirement years. 

And, women tend to live 
about five years longer than 
men, which means more 
years depending on Social 
Security and other retirement 
income or savings. 

If a woman is married to 
a man who earns significantly 
more than she does, it is 
likely she will qualify for a 
larger benefit amount on his 
record than on her own.

Columbus Ships 
Pinta and Nina to 

land in Newport 

On Friday Septem¬ 
ber 7th, the ‘Pinta and the 
‘Nina’, replicas of Columbus ’ 
ships will open in Newport. 
The ships will be docked at 
Hooters, 301 Riverboat Row, 
until their departure early 
Monday morning September 
17th. 

The ‘Nina’ was built 
completely by hand and 
without the use of power 
tools. Archaeology maga¬ 
zine called the ship “the most 
historically correct Colum¬ 
bus replica ever built.” The 
“Pinta” was recently built 
in Brazil to accompany the 
Nina on all of her travels. 
She is a larger version of the 
archetypal caravel. Histori¬ 
ans consider the caravel the 
Space Shuttle of the fifteenth 
century. 

Both ships tour together 
as a new and enhanced ‘sail¬ 
ing museum’ for the purpose 
of educating the public and 
school children on the ‘cara¬ 
vel’, a Portuguese ship used 
by Columbus and many ear¬ 
ly explorers to discover the 
world. 

While in port, the gen¬ 
eral public are invited to visit 
the ships for a walk-aboard, 
self-guided tour. Admission 
charges are $8 for adults, $7 
for seniors, and $6 for stu¬ 
dents 5-16.

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Augusta Looks to Continue 
Building Cross Country Program 


After getting their feet 
wet last year, the cross coun¬ 
try program at Augusta In¬ 
dependent is looking to be¬ 
come even more competitive 
this season. The school re¬ 
established the team last fall 
after a long absence, and it 
achieved modest success. In 
a limited number of races, it 
had runners place in the top 
30 in three different meets, 
had 2 members selected to 
the All-Conference Team, 
and consistently had runners 
improving their individual 
times. 

“Last year, our biggest 
goals were to get some ex¬ 
perience and improve indi¬ 
viduals’ times from one meet 
to the next,” Coach Tim Lit- 
teral stated. “We had a large 
group of seniors who came 
out last year to help us get 
the program started, so we 
lost five or six runners after 
just one year.” 

This year, the program 
looks to become even more 
competitive. “While we lost 
those seniors, our top two 
runners are returning,” Lit- 
teral said. Senior Tanner 
Kelsch achieved Augusta’s 
fastest time last season while 
freshman Camryn Snapp fol¬ 
lowed closely behind with 
the team’s second quickest 
time. “Tanner is proving to 
be a good team leader, which 
I think is important that we 
have a senior who can step 
into that role. Camryn is just 
a hard worker who is going 
to give you everything he 
has. He’s certainly one of 
our big leaders on the course 
just by his performance and 
work ethic.” Augusta par¬ 


ticipated in a practice meet at 
Scott HS on August 16 with 
Snapp and Kelsch once again 
leading the way for the Pan¬ 
thers. Snapp finished 14 th out 
of 113 runners, with a time of 
20:39. Kelsch finished 33rd 
with a time of 22:50. 

“Camryn and Tanner are 
already ahead of where they 
were this time last year, so 
that’s promising. We also 
have some new members to 
the team this year. Some of 
them have surprised me. I 
look for them to improve and 
make an impact throughout 
the season. By making an 
impact, I don’t necessarily 
mean winning a race or fin¬ 
ishing in the top ten. While 
a couple do have that poten¬ 
tial, we have a couple who 
are simply dedicated runners 
who work hard and have a 
positive attitude, and that 
can go a long way,” Litteral 
said. In an effort to build the 
program, a middle school 
team was also started this 
season. Most of the middle 
school meets are in conjunc¬ 
tion with the high school 
meets. “By starting these 
students in middle school, it 
can only help build our high 
school program and make us 
more successful in the future, 
while giving students the op¬ 
portunity to exercise and live 
a healthier life. We want to 
perform well and have indi¬ 
viduals place, but that’s not 
our sole goal. We have some 
runners who aren’t out to win 
a race, but are simply running 
to get into better shape, and 
we encourage those students 
to join the program as well.”

More KY counties 
designated as Drought 
Disaster Areas 

On Mon., August 20th, 
Governor Steve Beshear 
announced more Kentucky 
counties have been clas¬ 
sified as drought disaster 
areas by U.S. Agriculture 
Secretary Tom Vilsack. 

In a letter to the Gover¬ 
nor, Sec. Vilsack declared 
an additional 68 Kentucky 
counties as primary disaster 
areas due to losses caused 
by drought that occurred 
April 1, 2012 and continu¬ 
ing. Local counties includ¬ 
ed in this disaster designa¬ 
tion were: 

Bracken, Fleming, 
Lewis, Mason, Pendleton, 
and Robertson. 

Also as a result of this 
designation, 22 contiguous 
counties are eligible for as¬ 
sistance. 

After a similar declara¬ 
tion last month and earlier 
this month, Kentucky now 
has 116* counties as either 
primary or contiguous di¬ 
saster areas due to drought. 

“We are pleased that 
Sec. Vilsack has issued 
this disaster designation 
for the benefit of additional 
farm families in Kentucky. 
While some areas have seen 
rain in recent weeks, it did 
not arrive in time to miti¬ 
gate agricultural losses in 
these counties,” said Gov. 
Beshear. “The widespread 
impact this drought has had 
on the Commonwealth can 
be seen in that 97 percent 
of the state is covered by a 
disaster designation. I ap¬ 
preciate Sec. Vilsack’s con¬ 
tinued support of our farm 
families.” 

To date, USDAhas des¬ 
ignated 1,792 counties as 
disaster areas—1,670 due 
to drought.

Fall squirrel season 
opened August 18 

Kentucky’s fall squirrel 
season, a 193-day split season 
that kicks off the calendar of 
fall hunting, opens this week¬ 
end. 

The season opened Sat., 
Aug. 18 and runs through Nov. 
9. The season re-opens Nov. 
12 and closes Feb. 28, 2013. 

The daily bag limit is six 
squirrels. 

“Hunters will find plenty 
of squirrels this season, but 
populations could be slightly 
down in some areas,” said Ben 
Robinson, small game biolo¬ 
gist for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources. “Last fall’s mast crop 
was rated good overall, but 
hickory and white oak produc¬ 
tion was poor.” 

There’s a close relation¬ 
ship between a year’s mast 
production and the following 
year’s squirrel population lev¬ 
els. 

Since 1953, department 
biologists have been gauging 
mast production based on an 
annual survey of the nuts on 
hickory, white and red oak and 
beech trees. The nuts of these 
trees comprise the most im¬ 
portant foods for Kentucky’s 
forest wildlife - squirrels, 
white-tailed deer, wild turkeys 
and bear. 

Biologists walk the same 
route every year and estimate 
the year’s mast crop based on 
what they observe. 

“This year’s survey began 
August 15 and will continue 
for about two weeks,” said 
Robinson. “After this informa¬ 
tion is compiled, we’ll have a 
clearer picture of the impact of 
the summer drought.” 

Weather extremes, such 
as late frosts and heavy rains 
in spring or summer droughts, 
can limit the amount and qual¬ 
ity of mast. 

Drought conditions in 
western Kentucky are ex¬ 
pected to affect squirrel be¬ 


havior this fall in the region. 
“I expect squirrels to be on the 
move looking for food,” said 
Robinson. 

Late winter is the time 
when food availability be¬ 
comes most critical to squir¬ 
rels and can impact their body 
condition heading into the 
breeding season. Hickory nuts 
begin to mature in August. 
Acoms and beechnuts mature 
in September and October. 

Squirrel hunters can help 
management efforts by taking 
part in the Squirrel Hunting 
Cooperator Survey. The vol¬ 
untary program, which started 
in 1995, supplies information 
that biologists use to monitor 
squirrel population trends in 
Kentucky. 

Hunters record informa¬ 
tion about their hunts as the 
season progresses. This infor¬ 
mation includes the county 
hunted, hours afield, number 
and species of squirrels seen 
and harvested, number of 
hunters in the party and the 
number of dogs used to find 
squirrels. 

When hunters are fin¬ 
ished hunting for the season 
they simply mail in their sur¬ 
vey. Logs are available on¬ 
line at fw.ky.gov by clicking 
on the “Hunting, Trapping & 
Wildlife” tab, then the “Small 
Game” tab, followed by the 
“Squirrel” tab. Hunters may 
request a log by calling (800) 
858-1549. Logs must be re¬ 
turned to the department no 
later than May 31, 2013. 

Each year, after the survey 
information is compiled and 
analyzed, a report is mailed out 
to squirrel hunters who shared 
the details of their hunting ac¬ 
tivities from the previous sea¬ 
son. 

Last season, the survey 
detailed 1,144 squirrel hunts 
in 76 Kentucky counties. 
Hunters reported that they saw 
nearly five squirrels per hunt 
and bagged almost two squir¬ 
rels per hour. 

Hunting success was high¬ 
est in the month of September 
and 68 percent of the hunts oc¬ 
curred in the first three months 
of the season.

CRP Participants May Request Authorization to Conduct 
Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP Acres 


The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announces the opportunity for Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) participants to 
request authorization to conduct emergency haying or grazing on specific CRP acres. Eligible producers who are interested in 
applying for approval to conduct Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP land located in Kentucky must request and obtain 
individual written approval from FSA before any haying or grazing starts. Participants will be assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental payment for the acres actually hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants are required to submit a request to FSA and obtain a modified conservation plan to hay and/or 
graze under emergency provisions. The same acres may not be hayed and grazed under the same emergency designation. 
Emergency haying or grazing is not allowed within 120 feet of any stream or water body. Specified portions of each field or 
contiguous fields must be left or grazed with limited stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing is restricted to specific practices that are 12 months past being determined as fully established by 
the agency. Participants shall not start any haying or grazing activity until individual written approval is received for the CRP 
contract request. Approved haying authorization will end not later than August 31st. Approved grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30th. 

To take advantage of the emergency haying and grazing provisions, approved participants can use the CRP acreage for their 
own livestock or may grant another livestock producer use of the CRP acreage for the purpose of haying or grazing. 

For more information and to request approval for emergency haying or grazing of CRP acres, contact the local FSA Service 
Center that administers the CRP contract. 

Opportunity for Continuous CRP Enrollment of Highly Erodible Cropland 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announced that continuous sign-up for the Highly Erodible Land (HEL) Initiative under 
the Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) started on July 23, 2012. Kentucky received a total allocation of 39,400 acres to 
enroll in the HELI CRP program. Offers will be accepted until either the state acreage allocation limit is reached or September 
30, 2012 whichever occurs first. 

This initiative will accept offers with an erosion rate of at least 20 tons per acre per year for new cropland or CRP acres that 
expire on September 30, 2012; however, existing grass stands that are not considered expiring CRP will not be considered 
eligible for enrollment. Eligible cropland must also have a history of being cropped 4 out of 6 years, 2002 through 2007. 
Eligible CRP contracts set to expire on September 30, 2012, may be offered for consideration and approved contracts will 
become effective October 1,2012. The contract duration is also 10 years.
